N E W S OF T H E MO R N I N G . 


A disease sim ilar to tho epizootic lias bro­ 
ken out am ong the cattle near Avon, N. Y.

Rumors and Things. 


Work has been suspended on the 
Los Angeles and Independence road, 
and there are various rumors on the 
streets as to the cause. One story is 
current that the shrinkage in stock 
consequent upon the flnaneial depres­ 
sion has so reduced Mr. J o n e ’s ready 
money that he finds it necessary to cur­ 
tail his expenditures. Another rumor 
which, by the way, is not true, is 
that the road has passed into the hands 
of the Southern Pacific Railroad com­ 
pany. From still another source we 
hear that all the money expended by 
the company has been furnished by 
certain parties in this city and the re­ 
fusal of those parties to put up more 
coin has brought everything to a 
stand still. There is some truth but 
not a great deal in each of these sto­ 
ries. Bjt specials over the grapevine 
telegraph, to the H e r a l d , we are en­ 
abled to throw some light on the sub­ 
ject which will in a great measure dis­ 
pel the mist of doubt which now' sur­ 
rounds It. The management and con­ 
trol and possibly the ownership of the 
road has passed from J o h n P. J o n e s 
to Colonel J a c k s o n , a capitalist of 
San Francisco and there is to be a 
change of programme and a change of 
plans and men all around. Colonel 


J a c k s o n is a man who looks after his 
own business and knows what becomes 
of every dollar he invests. He built, 
and for sometime operated the Cali­ 
fornia Pacific road running from Val­ 
lejo to Sacramento and he built the 
Stockton and Copperopolis road. Both 
of these roads passed into the hands of 
the Central Pucific Railroad company. 
We are confident the Colonel will 
soon assume control of the road, but 
whether he will do so as owner or 
agent is a point on which we are not 
yet informed. 


A New Political Phase. 


The opinion prevails in San Fran­ 
cisco that the purpose of the Bulletin 
and Call and the Associated Press in 
attempting to destroy the commercial 
interests of California was to advance 
the cause of the Independent party. 
The following from the Post will he 
read with interest:

The Is>s Angeles Erpre»tt,one of the few 
in terlorjournals w hich follow the political 
lead of the Bulletin and Call, Ju b ilan tly b lu rt­ 
ed out “ the failure of th e Bank of California 
Is w orth 10,001) votes to the Indepen d en ts,” 
and there can be no doubt th a t this was the 
m otive w hich actuated the lying attack s at 
hom e and the persistent m isrepresentations 
abroad. T alk about the petralcuses of Paris. 
W hich Is th e w orst; to fire a building o rto 
create a panic w hich m ay sweep five h u n ­ 
dred firm s into bankruptcy and throw thous­ 
ands of m en o u t of em ploym ent? There 
ought to bo some w ay of preventing, if there 
Is no way of punishing, such m oral incen­ 
diarism . 


Railroad Work. 


One of twoconclusions aretleducible 
from the vote of the people of Los An­ 
geles county cast on Wednesday of 
last week. Either they have discov­ 
ered that railroads are a good thing 
• for the country, no matter who builds 
them, or they do not believe the terri­ 
ble stories which have been 
told 
them about tlmt “odious monopoly,” 
the Southern Pacific Railroad compa­ 
ny. From the opening of the cam­ 
paign by T om F i t c h down to the final 
moan on the night previous to elec­ 
tion by J im 
E a s t m a n and Colonel 
P e e l, no Independent or Republican 
speaker took the stump in this coun­ 
ty that did not inveigh by the hour 
against the railroad company and 
wind up with the solemn assurance 
that Mr. W i g g i n t o n was their crea­ 
ture. These arguments were potent; 
They were unanswerable. The people 


listened to them night after night and 
so convinced Were they of the truth of 
what these patriotic Independents 
said that they went to the polls and 
gave Mr. W io o in t o n twelve huudred 
majority. The mistake of Mr. H o u o h - 


t o n ’s backers in this county, is that 
they spoke to the people as though 
they were babes without understand­ 
ing and ready to suck auytbiug pre­ 
sented to their lips. No more fatal er­ 
ror could be committed. The people 
are not fools, nor will they accept as 
fact the bare assertion of the political 
stumper. The railroads operated in 
this county are owned by the corpor­ 
ation which the Independent politi­ 
cians tell us isa “graspingmonopoly” 
blighting and ruining the country. 
Yet there is not a man in this valley 
so wanting in intelligence as not to 
know that the operations of this same 
“grasping monopoly” have within the 
last two years almost if not quite 
doubled the value of the taxable prop­ 
erty of the county. We had the na­ 
tural advantages ofsoil and climate, 
but it is to our railroads we owe the 
rapid strides we are making in the 
high road to permanent prosperity. 
The people of Los Angeles county 
are not blind to the advantages they 
have reaped from the railroads they 
now have and so far from wishing to 
crush out and drive from among them 
the company that built these roads, 
they are desirous that it shall contin­ 
ue the work of track laying. The 
Southern Pacific has done much in 
the way of developing Southern Cal­ 
ifornia. When T o m S c o t t or any oth­ 
er railroad manager gets beyond talk­ 
ing about doing and really does some­ 
thing in the direction we shall accord 
them equal praise with those whose 
actions have equalled their promises. 


Malice, Unpardonable Malice. 


If the Bulletin and Call had infor­ 
mation which led them to doubt the 
solvency of the Bank of California it 
was theirduty as honest journals to lay 
such Information before the public. 
That they ever had such information 
or that their attacks on the Bank were 
prompted by honest motives is an open 
question. 
Neither of those sheets 
have been remarkable for their purity 
of purpose or the sincerity of their pro­ 
fessions of good faith in the support of 
the people. It is more than probable 
that their attacks on the Bank were 
the promptings of selfish motives and 
made without the slightest knowl­ 
edge that their guesses approached 
the truth. However this may have 
been, there is no excuse for their per­ 
sistent attempts to blacken the name 
and fame of R a l s t o n after ho was 
dead. There is so much of the Jackal 
instincts in the paragraphs these pa­ 
pers printed about R a l s t o n between 
his death and the verdict of the Coro­ 
ner’s jury that while we condemn the 
ill timed exhibition of such bitter 
hatred wo cannot repress the thought 
that there was more malice toward Mr. 
R a l s t o n than desire to serve the 
public at the bottom of the Bulletin 
and Call articles on tho Bank of Cal­ 
ifornia. The hatred of the honorable 
man dies with the object of that ha­ 
tred. Only the man who is more the 
brute than the man, and more the 
coward than his enemy, cherishes ha­ 
tred beyond the grave. Bitter indeed 
must be the feeling,and infinitesimally 
small the soul of the journalist who 
could insinuate without the slightest 
grounds for such insinuation that a 
man had died by his own hands during 
the progress of the investigation as to 
the cause of his death. 


Los Angeles’ Commercial Position. 


Before the era of Railroads mari­ 
time cities controlled the commerce of 
the world. The great marts were lo­ 
cated on the seaboard at the mouths of 
large streams. 
Traffic followed the 
navigable streams and the hills which 
loaned their tribute of waters to float 
the wealth of the interior, carried op­ 
ulence to the cities beside the sea. The 
thundering freight train climbing 
mountains and piercing the hearts of 
continents has 
changed 
all this, 
though the science of rail transporta­ 
tion is but iu its infancy. 
Commerce 
now moves to the click of the electric 
battery and the thunder of the loco­ 
motive; it moves instraight lines, and 
always takes the typothenuse instead 
of the two sides of the triangle. The 
contrast between the steamboat and 
the railroad is already decided iu favor 
of the later, even on the banks of the 
Father of waters. Baltimore and Phil­ 
adelphia are successfully competing 
with New York for the Western trade, 
and Norfolk has become a great cotton 
market. The Baltimore and Ohio 
Railway now carries almost as much 
freight as is transported on the Missis­ 
sippi River. This maritime in the 
commercial world has shorn the sea­ 
board cities of much of their wealth. 
Trade is being transferred to thecoun- 
tries where wealth and enterprise di­ 
rect it. The pork packer of Chicago 
contractsdirectly with the merchant of 
England or Germany for the delivery 
of cut meats and the railroad gives 
him a through bill of lading. The 
large houses of 8t. Louis and Cincin­ 
n a ti purchase directly from Manches­ 
ter and Sheffield and have the goods 
laid down at their own doors before 
the duty is paid. 
The plain lesson of the day in the 
commercial world is that commerce 
goes where there is enterprise and cap­ 
ital to liaudle’it. To obtain commer­ 
cial pre-eminence a city need not look 
out upon the ocean wave. All that 
she needs is communication with the 
great highway of nations and a pros­ 
perous surrounding or interior coun­ 
try favorable to traffic. The coming 
great cities of the world need not be 


directly upon the seashore. This is 
particularly true of the Pacific Coast 
where 
the absence of 
navigable 
streams must throw the whole com­ 
merce upon the railways. 
Los Angeles then need fear no ri­ 
vals upon the seashore. W ilmington 
and Santa Monica are her gateways 
and storehouses. 
There 
the pro­ 
duce of the interior, the grain and 
wine and oil, the wool from our slieep, 
the gold and silver from the mines, 
will be transferred to the vessels that 
are to bear them to distant shores and 
the same cars will bring back silks 
and teas and rice from Asia, cotton 
goods, queensware and cutlery from 
Great Britain, and exquisitly wrought 
wares from France. The 
Custom 
House will be here upon Main street, 
and the goods will be owned and han­ 
dled by the merchant princes of this 
city. 
Holding the terminus of the 
best transcontinental route, Los Ange­ 
les will snatch from San Francisco a 
large portion of the travel, and being 
in the direct liue of transoceanic trade 
with Asia and India, she will be ’ere 
long enabled to successfully compete 
for the tea and silk trade of this coast. 
The fabulously rich mineral wealth of 
the interior country soon to be opened 
by the miner will center in her banks 
vast quantities of gold and silver. Our 
climate will attract population, great 
opportunities will make great mer­ 
chants and baukers, and capital will 
flow in to participate in the rich har­ 
vest. Here all the elements combine 
to make the most wealthy and power­ 
ful metropolis in the country. 
That Los Angeles has so quickly 
grown to her present size may seem a 
matter of surprise to those who have 
not studied the situation carefully, 
for she has yet 
scarcely felt the 
first impulse of the railroads which 
are reaching out their arms around 
her in every direction. 
She is now 
but a mammoth chrysalid, and when 
her shell shall burst and her glorious 
wings unfold for her lofty flight she 
will be the wonder of the age. She 
will be what no other city ever was. 
She will have agriculture, horticul­ 
ture, manufactories and commerce to 
sustain her. These fertile 
valleys 
will roll in their beautiful harvests of 
almo st every article needed to sustain 
humanity, mills will convert the raw 
material into fabrics and the ore into 
coin and bullion, her warehauses will 
overflow with merchandise, and vine­ 
yard after vineyard, orchard after 
orchard will extend for miles. In area 
Philadelphia leads all the cities of 
America, but there are men now liv­ 
ing who will survey the city of Los 
Angeles from the San Gabriel sum­ 
mits extending on one side to Wil­ 
mington and on the other to Santa 
Monica, not a community of consu­ 
mers but of producers.

The City Surveyor reported that 
500 feet of the Main street sewer was 
completed—filled. 
City Surveyor reported that a dam 
could be built for $1,500, and would 
last sometime—filled. 
Mr. Workman agreed to the report 
of the City Surveyor, and thought 
that the Council should now take 
some step to inaugurate the construc­ 
tion the same.

On motion the matter was referred 
to the Committee 011 Lands. 
A committee was appointed in con­ 
junction with the City Surveyor and 
City Attorney relative to a building 
near the Aliso street bridge, to report 
if said building is on city lands.

On motion Mr. Crawford was allow­ 
ed to address the Council. He claim­ 
ed that if the Council forced them to 
locate on the Aliso tract, that they 
would be stopped at the limits of the 
city aud would not be able to furnish 
the competition to be wished between 
the two roads. If allowed to build the 
deyot on San Pedro sfrepf thev would 
have the road running into town in­ 
side of ninety days. 
Mr. Lichtenberger spoke In favor of 
locating the depot on San Pedro street. 
Moved that the ordinance granting the 
right of way along San Pedro street to 
the L. A. & I. R. R. and location of 
depot on the Bristwalter tract be pass­ 
ed.
